‘ Help Me, Mother, Help Me”, 
the following was written

Dorothy Virginia Smith. 
Beulah 
had 
tuberculosis! 
“Ted.” I could hardly whisper, 
‘‘do you think 
Could the child­ 
ren 
?” I couldn't finish, Teds 
face was ashen. Like a man in 
a trance, he dialed the doctor’s 
number and repeated word for 
word what Jean had told him. 
Then he hung up, turned to 
me, and with a dazed express­ 
ion said. "The doctor says to 
take all the children to the 
hospital tomorrow to be X ray­ 
ed.” I don’t think I fully rea­ 
lized just then the full im port 
of what I had heard. Beulah! 
Did she know she had it? She 
must have known. Then, how 
could she ha\e subjected the 
children to so terrible a dis­ 
cant' ? She had never coughed 
the whole time she’d been here, 
and she had done the work of 
two women. 
Could she have 
done that if she was 
sick? 
Neither Ted nor I slept 
that 
night. 
In the morning, the doctor 
carne to give the baby her pen­ 
icillin shot. He was quiet and 
all I can remember him saying 
is, “If the baby has it, it is 
going to be terrible.” If! There 
was hope, then. But if she did 
. . . I couldn’t think past that. 
My mother arrived to help 
us. We bundled the children up, 
and drove the ten 
miles 
to 
Children's Hospital in silence. 
Even the older children, in the 
back of the car with my moth­ 
er, sensed trouble and spoke in 
whispers. 
Finally we were at the hos­ 
pital. As soon as the X-rays 
were taken we drove to the 
doctor’s office, where he gave 
us all the tuberculin test. Then,

weary and exhausted, we took 
our family home. 
Ted made a poor attem pt at 
straightening 
up 
the 
house 
while I went out to the kitchen 
to prepare dinner. M other read 
stories to the older children 
All of us 
acted as there had 
leon a death in the family. My 
father arrived late in the af­ 
ternoon to help us wait out the 
news. The doctor had said he 
would call us as soon as he 
had heard from ihe hospital. 
Every time I passed the phone 
I repeated a silent prayer. 
Finally, at five o'clock that 
afternoon, it rang. The doctor’s 
voice was 
grim. "It's not good 
news,” he 
said. My knees got 
weak, and I leaned against the 
doorway. “All four have tuber­ 
culosis. Don is a healed primary 
tuberculosis. Sherry had pri­ 
mary tuberculosis. Rohby had 
primary tuberculosis, and the 
baby had it worst of all.” 
I could hear Ted’s voice 
on 
the extension: ‘‘Oh. my God.” 
I turned to my parents and 
sol*1 od.
